H arrisburg, March 17. 
Possibility 
of increased revenues for the 1927- 
1929 biennium may make possible the 
construction of a building program 
for the departm ent of highways, in­ 
creased allowance to the m others’ as­ 
sistance fund and to welfare institu­ 
tions and ap p reciatio n s for refor­ 
estation 
and 
for armory onnstruc- 
tion, Governor Fisher announced to­ 
day. 
The governor made this statem ent 
after a conference with A rthur E. 
Townsend, budget secretary, in which 
estim ated 
revenues were 
discussed. 
He said the conference also developed 
that estim ates for state aid to pub­ 
lic schools were between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 under the needs for the 
next two years and this money would 
have to be appropriated. 
“ We are considering the possibility 
of increased revenue,” the governor 
said. 
“It always is a m atter for con­ 
jecture no one can make an accurate 
estim ate. 
With a presidential elec­ 
tion ahead which always causes some 
disturbance to business the estim ates 
of revenue must be conservative.” 
The governor said that the secre­

that 
enough money could be saved in IO 
years 
by

grouped in one building to pay for 
its construction

His labors of unearthing relics of 
America's first citizens unheralded, E. 
D. Zimmerman, of Monterey, Berks 
county, is ranked among America's 
most noted explorers of Indian relics 
and as an export in the lore of the 
rod man.

Finding a cemetery in a frontier 
Idaho community, directly over an In­ 
dian camp, Zimmerman invited the 
county sheriff to go along with him to 
watch him dig. 
Knowing the temper 
• if the Indian when the dead are dis­ 
turbed, the sheriff refused. 
But Zim­ 
merman Recured many relics without 
discovery by the Indians below. 
Has Own Indian Stories 
Today Zimmerman has what is be-j 
lieved to be the largest private col-1 
lection of Indian arrow heads, beads 
and scores of other relics, totaling 
nearly 25,000 pieces. 
The collection 
has been called an excellent one by 
the Smithsonian Institute. 
Zimmerman, after 
his

Indian exploration, is convinced that 
the Indians never made arrow heads, 
but that they were made by an earlier 
race which inhabited America before I 
the coming of the Indians and which 
deposited millions of arrow heads in i

mg among the Indians, questioning
